died at his home in Milwaukee early on 
Sunday morning.

Mr. Merrill was one ot tho most re- 


markable railway managers of his timp, 
and Me lite was a strasgo one. Ho was 
bonun Grafton county, New Hampshire, 
in 1S18. He was bred a farmer and bad 
only a common school education. Ho 
afterward became a hotel keeper at Troy) 
New York, and at Bristol, New Hamp- 
shire. In 1850 he nettled in Milwaukee. 
He was then without means, but a bold, 
determined man, ready to perform any 
honest labor, and .bent on pushing his 
lortunes. Ha nppled for employment to 
E. H. Brodliead, E. D. Holton and tte 
other officials engaged in the earlies* 
work on the Milwaukee and Prairie du 
Chien railroad.

Paul railway company was formed, Alex- 
ander Mitchell was elected president 
and S. S. Merrill was appointed general 
manager of tho now corporation. He be- 
came speedily known as one ot the most 
energetic and powerful railroad manag- 
ers in the country. Not refined, but vig- 
orous, plucky and enterprising, ho push- 
ed the acquisition and construction of 
lino after line of tha St, Paul road, till it 
aad a greater mileage than any other 


railway in tho country, and its stock rose 
;o far above par. He was a man of power3 
ful frame, of obdurate will and splendid 
fighting 
qualities,

in

wars into which he entered with rival 
companies. He often lived for weeks on 
lis special car, visiting every part of the 
widely [stretched ;lines of Lis compary_ 
and he insisted to tho last [on controlling 
many of tho minutest details of its vast 
business. His death will bo seriously re- 
gretted throughout the northwest and in 
all the railroad circles of tho country 
where he was highly admired and re- 
spected.

Japanoso^and by this term I moan tbo 
oducatod men of my country—havo very 
roadilyombracod tho idea that "Lo" is a 
descendant of a raco -which, at sorno period 
moro or loss roinoto, inhabited "tho land ol! 
of the rising sun." Tiioro aro two theories 
as to how my ancestors may havo peopled 
tho prairie land of the west. Ono is founded 
on tho presumption that hundreds of yoars, 
ago thoro was no break in tho causeway oC 
islands which strotch from tlio main group 
of Japan to the 2-lbrth. American continent. 


This is not more theory, I think, because 


geologists aro united in tlio boliot that tho 
formation of tho groups of isles has boon 
comparatively recent. Fivo hundred year*, 
or oven 3,000, is of vory small account in tho 
history of a race, und especially of small 
account in tho history of geological changes. 
If this presumption holds wo may next con- 
sider the probability of tho raco which poo- 
plod Japan at that oarly day having been a 
nomadic ono. Exports in architecture, liko 
Dr. Dresser (author of "Japan; its Archi- 
tecture," etc.), boliovo that the peculiarity of 
Japanoso architecture is its tent-like form. 
Dr. Dressor says that tho public building 
(yashiki) and tho temple (miya) aro tho on!> 
como of tho tont Thoro is nearly always a 
conter-polo, while tho peculiar curved oaves 
suggest tho curtains oC a tent hold i:p by 
polos to admit tho welcome breozo of tho 
summer solstico. And, indeed, this view 
accords with tho most ancient Japanoso tra- 
ditions—that ours was originally a raco as 
nomadic in its tendencies as tho Bodouiu of 
to-day. 


Thoro is another method by which tho an- 


ciont Japanese may have roachod chis coun- 
try. .1 refer to tho ocoan current, which 
oven stronger 
than your famous "gulf 


stream," washes the shores of tho :j,500 
islands which constitute tho Dai Nippon 
(Groat Japau) oi" to-day. This current is 
known to our sailors as tho "kuro ubiwo" 
(black current). It has boon notod by navi- 
gators and hydrogrnphors since tho earliest 
times—for instance, tho Dutch navigator 
Vrios dbscribod it in 1043. Its force is tre- 
mendous and can bo appreciated by tho most 
inexperienced traveler. It is a veritable river 
iu tho Pacific ocoan, boiling along, summr-r 
and winter, presorting, perhaps, for Japan 
not only its mild ami equitable climate, but 
for its people that wealth of ocoan food which 
makes thorn so grateful to "Vebisu," tho god 
of tho piscatorial domain, and which con- 
stitutos Japan tho principal fish-producing 
country o: tho world. 


It is not unreasonable to suppose that tho 


Japanese sailor in ancient times, while on hid 
voyage from tho main island to ono of the 
outlying groups, may have 
oncoimtcrod 


sovoro storms, and havo beon swept along 
by this mighty knro-shiwo far from the fa- 
miliar landmarks onward and northward, 
or in a northwesterly course, to tho Ameri- 
can coast. Even in our times this has hap- 
jxiuod again aud again. In some instances 
Japanoso craft havo laid thoir v/onry bonos 
on tho iron-bound shores of "Washington ter- 
ritory or icy Alaska, or even farther south 
in Oregon.
